Dear Sir: The cholera has been prevailing
in this city between two and three months, and
over 500 persons have died of it. The disease
appears to be becoming epidemic, and on Tues-
day and Wednesday of this week 73 new cases
were reported at the office of the Board of
Health, and 25 deaths from cholera. We uuder-stan- d

the appropriation lor this purpose was
exhausted a considerable time aero, nd that the
Board is without funds to carry out the neces-
sary sanitary measures. We would therelore
request you, as the municipal head, to urge at
once Councils to make a proper appropriation
immediately.
